On
the spot still stands a two-story brick
houge--claimed to e the first brick house
built in Kentucky, the windows are set -
over six feet above the floor, to preveni

the Indiens seeing or sunooting lnto the
rooms', o

- It is gaid that 1n the psrlor of this house Col, Whitley
made treaties with the Indians; also that Isaac Shelby and
George Rogers Clark wers numbered among the gussts enter-

talned thsre.

Collins' Hisbory of Kentucky, Vol. II, page 760,
states that Col, Wm. Whitley was born on August 14, 1749, in
that part ofVirginia then czlled Augusta, and that he came fto
Kantucky in 1775. From page 761 we quote: "in the year
1813, being then in the sixty-fifth year of his age, he volun-
teered with the Xentucky militia, under Gov, Shelby, and fell
in the decisive and victorious battle of the Thames, on the
bth of Qctober,

"Col. Whitley was a man above the ordinary size,
of great muscular power, and capable of endurlag great fatlgue
and privation. His courage as a soldier was unguesitionable,
having been foremost 1in seventeen battles with the Indians,
and one with a more clvilized foe. In the battle of the
Thames, he foll at the first flre. His memory is cherished
throughout Kentucky with profound respect, as that of one
uniting the characters of patriot and hero'.

Col. Whitley served in the Kentucky Leglslature

from Lincoln County, 1797. Collins! History of Kentucky
